M. Benjamin Charles Ulimo, 
26-year-old naval onsign, scion of 
a respected Lyons Family, was 
trapped as the writer of a _Ictter 
offering to sell back French 
military accrets which had come 
into his possession. If they were 
not sought back, according to the 
letter, they would be sold to a 
foreign power, : 

+ Ulmo admitted he had succumb- 

ed to temstation for the sake of a

Having spent 
on her his personal fortune, which 
was considerable, he had_ risked 
dishonour to keep her affection, 
and fost.

many years, with each succes- 
Rive cold season, the plight of 
these unfortunates was {he sub- 
ject of passing comment, but the 
difficulties of dealing with the 
problem which they presented 
were so magnified as to result in 
general acceptance of the view- 
point that nothing could reaby 
be:done in the matter. Thanks, 
however, to a few ardent souls 
who refused to be discouraged 
by ‘the admitted obstacles, a 
start wis eventually made by 
adaptation of the old St. Peter's 
Church as headquarters, and the 
experience thus gained has 
proved once and for all that the 
problem can be tackled with a 
large measure of success. The 
Society admits quite frankly 
that it has so far been able to 
teuch only the fringe of the 
question, but it has been so 
encouraged by the results al- 
ready obtained that it has laid 
plans for the provision of 
another ‘shelter in a locality in 
which a census has shown that. 
there are usually over five hun- 
dred street sleepers ‘nightly. 
But this is only part of its 
scheme. The eventual hope is 
to establish shelters in varidus 
other districts, until the time 
comes when street-sleeping will 
be a thing of the past. A point 
which needs stressing is that 
these people, who are being given 
needed shelter in clean and com- 
fortable surroundings, are gen- 
uine residents of the Colony for.

M., Benjamin Charles Ullmo, 
26-yenr-old naval ensign, scion of 
a respected Lyons. Family, was 
trapped as the writer of a_letter 
offcring to sell back French 
milltury secrets which had come 
into his possession. If they were 
not sought back, according to the 
letter, they would be sold to a 
foreign power. ' : : 

Ullmo admitted he had succumb. 
ed to temstation for the snke of a 
Toulon beauty, one Lison Welch— 
“La Belle Lison’. Having spent 
on her his personal fortune, which 
was considerable, he had risked 
dishonour to keep her affection, 
and lost. a 

The young naval officer wis 
sentenced to life banishment and 
salled for Guyana ‘July 17, 1908. 
Until 1928, or for fifteen years, he 
lived alone on pn rock surrounded 
by shark-infested waters. The 
only men he saw were the guards 
who visited him twice a week. 
Dreyfus himself was the only 
other man to have suffered such 
u fate, ° 


WORK ON MAINLAND. 


The government relenting In 
1923, Ulmo was allowed to go on 
the mainland, where he hired out 
to « local industrialist. Guyana 
Prisoners often are authorized to 
work for planters or miners, earn- 
ing thus a pittance which makes 
life for them more tolerable, 

All the time, though he did not 
know it, eeveral persons were work- 
ing in France for his pardon. Out- 
standing: among these was Made- 
moiselle Madeline Poirier, a Paris 
nurse, with whom eventually he 
had a voluminous correspondence, 

The pardon finally came and 
Ullmo arrived in Paris on July 4, 
1934. Ullmo gazed with interest 
but without excitement on the 
changes which a quarter of ao 
century had produced In his home- 
land. “He soon left Paria for a 
beach near Ostend. : 

Fifteen years of solitary con- 
finemont and. twenty-six -of--broil- 
ing in the “land of the damned” 
had left an indelible mark on the 
spirit of this man who had 
thrawn hls life away in a moment 
of folly, He brooded in the 
Channel mists. : 


HEAR “THE CALL”. 


“The call” came o few weeks 
after Ullmo’s return. A. news- 
paperman who had been among 
those who worked for his pardon 
went to see him and returned to 


Paris with the extraordinary re-|' 


velation. 

*“T am going back to Guyana in 
the fall,”"Ullmo said. “Iam going’ 
to bring salvation to those who are 
there expiating their eurthly 
sins. * 

Questioning brought out Ullmo’s 
conviction that he is the Messiah. 

“Nineteen centuries have elaps- 
ed since the tragedy of Mount 
Olivet,” he said. “That js the 
first sign. The Pope realised the 
knell had rung when he ordered 
the Holy Year of 1933. The 
Scrinture says the Chosen One 
shall be son of David and a mem- 
ber of the tribe of Judas. 

“My father’s name was David. 
How can I prove that J come down 
from Judas? By (the double 
treaxon, first to my faith, being 
an Israelite. professing in the 
Romun Church. and second to my

Until it began ils self-imposed 
task, it was a standing reproach 
to the whole Colony that night 
after night, during the cold win- 
ter weather, hundreds of poor 
people should be found huddled 
up on piivements and such other 
spots as they could find in which 
to pass the hours of: sleep.

sive cold season, the plight of 
these unfortunates was the sub- 
ject of passing comment, but the 
difficulties .of dealing with the 
problem which they presented 
were so magnified as to result in 
general acceptance of the view- 
point that nothing could really 
be done in the matter. Thanks, 
however, to a few ardent souls 
who refused to be discouraged 
by the admitted obstacles, a 
start was eventually -made_ by 
adaptation of the old St. Peter's 
Church as headquarters, and the 
experience thus gained has 
proved once and for all that the 
problem can be tackled with a 
large measure of success. The 
Society -admits quite’ -frankly 
that it has so far’ been able: to 
touch only the fringe ‘of the 
question, but it has been so 
encouraged by the results al- 
ready obtained that it has laid 
plans for the provision of 
another shelter in a locality in 
which a census has shown that 
there are usually over five hun- 
dred street sleepers nightly. 
But this is only part of its 
scheme. The eventual hope is 
to-.establish shelters in variéus 
other districts, until the time 
comes when. street-sleeping will 
be a. thing of the past. A point 
which needs stressing is that 
these people, who are. being given 
needed shelter in clean and com- 
fortable surroundings, are gen- 
uine residents of the Colony for 
the -greater part.’ They are

» That imagination and the mathe- 
matical mind may be co-existent in 
a single brain has been recalled by 
the erection recently of a canopy 
eyer the tomb of Omar Khayyam, 
at  Nishapur, Persia. English- 
speaking people are familar with 
this duality In the case of “Lewis, 
Carroll,” author of “Alice in 
Wonderland.” and Rev. C. L. 
Dodgson, for many yeara muathe- 
matital Iecturer at Oxford and 
writer’ of mathematical works. 
They are ono and tho same per- 
sonality. Dodgson’, “Euclid and 
His Modern Rivals,” his most noted 
book, is the obverse side of the 
whimsical romances of the whole 
“Alice” series. The Persian poct, 
Whose fatalism has been made so at- 
tractive in) Fitzgerald’s beautiful 
lines, was also a mathematician.

Although 
we have beautiful trees, our coun- 


try is very badly off for forests. 
During the war four-fifths of our 
woodlands were sncrificed, That 
is having an adverse offect on our 
water supply. At,the present rate 
of planting It witl take 140 years 
to regain the position held before 
the war. ° 


Furthermore, in’ a single year 
we have paid to forcign countrics 
over £70,000,000 for timber, much 
of which might have been grown 
at home, Providing work ' for 
thousands. 


The Forestry Association of 
Grent Britain is supporting a plan 
for a natlonally-concelved scheme 
to give employment to 20,000 
people In forestry on three million
